DIES IN FLEMING COUNTY 

Caaia to Bayavllle From England to 
■alp BalU Kentncky CaaM 
Railroad. 

Qabrge Faulkner, born In Brixton, a 
auburb In London, Surry Side, Decem- 
ber 26. 1831. Ho died In Plemlngaburg, 
Ky., January 16, 1922. He celebrated 
his 90th birthday only twenty-one 
dfcya days before hie death. Mr. Faulk- 
ner left England In 18B2. lie landed 
In Now York and a month later start- 
ed for Buffalo, In company with an 
Englishman, William Hill. En-route 
to Buffalo they fell In company with 
four Scotchmen who were coming to 
Kentucky to gat amptoyment on the 
Mayavllla and Laxtegton rallrOad 
whloh-araa (hen ia oonraa of oonatnie- 
tion and thajr both Jolnad them and 
came to ManTiUa. Mr. nkuUnar ba- 
gaa work baildlBB' abMtmaata tor the 
bridge over Johaaoa Creak, at Napton. 
Prom tliat time nntll bla death ba 
lived In Flaming county. Ha was mar- 
ried to Miss Ann' Baggott, a native of 
England. October 3, 1864, at Blisaville. 
To them were bom 9 children as fol- 
lows. Anna, Thomas, James, Mattle, 
Charles. David. John, Arthur and 
Omar. Except Anna and Arthur, all 
survive hira and were present at bis 
death. Three years later ho was mar- 
ried to Mlas Belle .Vewconie of Flem- 
ing county, who only lived about three 
years. He was again married to Mm. 
Mary Belle Gray of Newport, Ky., Feb- 
ruary 7, INS, who Bunrives him. Soon 
aftor Ida Bnt narrlage he with his 
wife.

The new silver dollar, which is to be known as the "Peace Dollar," 
has already started coiit. iition mental il" mn aoluHl. ii appt-ars I'roin 
ilfsoriptioii giv.ii of its ])hysieiil form thiit it won't stock. Now that 
vrill not kiop th.> most of us from giving this new piece of mont- \ 
cordiarwelcome to our personal, individual, private pockets. In 
truth the grout mass of people are in such relation to money as to be 
glad to get in intimate touch with it in any shape or form. Oold. 
sUver, paper, clean, soiled, or in fact as weU as figurative description, 
filthy lucre, it's all ono to us. The matter of its stacking or not is of 
no consequence, as we are perfectly willing to take it spread out or, 
heaped in bulk. 

But in the busy marts of trade where the money changers do con- 
gregate the stackableness or instackableness of hard money is of im- 
jortanee. Now the reason the new dollar won't stack is becaus.' it 
bulges in the middle and tapers to the edges. It is not of a flat and 
ceven surface. People who are familiar with banking will recall that 
t'.s they have gazed in covetousness upon the fortunes safely out of 
reach behind bank gratings they, in times past at least, have seeiv 
large stacks of ailver, and mayhap gold, lending variety of color to 
ihe more numerous piles of gold and silver certificates. The new 
dollar will not lend itself to this arrangement, absolutely necessarj- 
for the eonvenieiit and rapid handling of the many bank tellera and 
oonnters. 

That serves to illustrate the objectionable feature of the "Peace 

Dollar" in thai it is unstackable. There are other uses of like char- 
acter in the legitimate branches of money exchange. Another which 
is by no means the least popular, if mmor be tnutworthy, regardless 
of its legitimacy, is of somewhat private and personal character. In 
a purely social demonstration of the great American game — no, not 
baseball, but the one played under Scbcnk and Hoyle regulations— it 
is not always convenient to have the varicolored chips. There was 
a time when the old-styled silver dollar furnished an admirable sub- 
stitute. There is regret in certain circles, club and otherwise, that 
the newly coined peace piece does not lend itself with equal facility 
to the poker stacking proposition. 

But to th average man the fact that the new dollar will not .stack 
is of small mement beside the fact tbiit. like the old dollar, it will 
not Jtiek. — Cinoinnati Coramercial Tribiuu-.

Peace in the region of the Pacific has been guarded against prob- 
able violation by the pact drawn up by the four princq>al powers at 
the "Washington conference. Peace in western Europe is praotii'allv 
assured by the promise of Great Britain to rush immediately to the 
aid of Fnnce in the event of another threat from Germany. It is 
imderstood that Italy and Belgium are also included in a four-power 
understanding regarding the future peace of Europe. Armistice Day, 
1921, may be celebrated as the date on which was inaugurated the 
first praetioal and eflective movement to make the world safe against 
war, and l^eddent Harding is the man who appointed the day and 
issued the call to the nations to undertake that momentous work. 
The Cannes conference, from which has .come the foui^-power Euro 
pean treaty, is in reality but another expression of the spirit of th« 
Washington conference. It is the poliigy of the Republican Admin- 
istration not to interfere in the affairs of Europe, where the United 
States has no direet intisrest as it has in the Pacific, hence the eon 
ference at Cannes was no business of ours. Nevertheless the world 
dream of peace, materialized in part at Washington under the able 
direction of President Harding and Secretary Hughes, has found its 
European expression at the Cannes meeting.

The unfairness of the advocates of Government ownership of 
railroads is illustrated by some figures recently compiled and pub- 
lished by one of the advocates of the Plumb Plan, which would re- 
quire the government to buy the railroads and torn them over to the 
employees to manage and operate. This proponent of government 
ownership took the valtution of a few of the short lins, which have 
ihe least expensive properties, divided that valuation by the miles of 
"track" and then multiplied the quotient by th total mileage of 
"line" of all the roads, and accepted this product as the value of all 
the roads. There were two \ntally important errors in this method 
of computation. In the first place, the short lines, with their rel- 
atively poorer construction and equipment, smaller terminala and 
shops, are not representative of the roads as a whole. Then, again, 
he value of miles of "track" is not comparable with values of miles 
e" for many of the larger roads have several tracks on each 
if "line." The method of computation adopted by the Plumb 
S3ner is about as fair as for a railroad manager to compute farm 
'alues by takinf? the value of unimproved pasture lands as a basis 
and multiplying by the total area of all farms. Still, one can scarce- 
ly blame the Govenuaent ownership advoeates f6r reaorting to inoh 
utethods. They wOnld have no argument «t all if thqr, had to he fair.

Washington, D. C. — The Depart- 
ment of Commerce, through the Bu- 
reau of the Census, has Issued a state- 
ment giving the distribution of thi> 
population of the United States by age 
periods, as shown by the returns of 
the fourteenth decennial census, taken 
as of January 1, 19J0. with compara- 
tive figures for earlier census years. 
The tottal population according to 
the last census, lO.i.'lO.SL'O, included 
11,573,230 children under 5 years of 
age, of whom 2,25",25.S werv infantu 
under 1. The children under .'• formed 
10.9 per cent, of the total population, 
as against 11.6 per cent, in 1910, 12.1 
per cent in 1900, 12.2 per cent in 1890, 
and 138 per cent m 1880. The percent- 
age fbr infanta under. 1 was 2.1 in 1920. 
as acalBSt 2.4 In 1910. The decrea.Ke 
{n the proportions of young children 
and InfanU between 1910 and 1920 Is 
doubtless due. In whole or In large 
part, to thskleoUne In the birth rate. 

The proportions of persona at and 
above the age of 26 has become larger 
from census to census since 1880, the 
Inorease between 1910 and 1920 having 
been especially noteworthy In the case 
of persons 45 and over. 

The number of centenarians report- 
ed in 1920 was 4,267, as acainist 3,- 
556 In 1910. Of the persons reported 
as centenarians In 1920. L.'iGl wer men 
and 2,706 were women. TThe greater 
longevity of women Is also shown by 
the fact that, althougbt the males out- 
numbered the females In the popula- 
tion as a whole, the women predom- 
inated in each of the 5-year age 
periods above 75 In both 1926 and 
1910. Hie census takers bad no means 
of verifying the ages of the persons 
enumerated br them, and consequent- 
ly the age ««tanis, especially for cen- 
tenartansfl are not absolutely accur- 
ate. It Is probable that the number of 
centenarians has ben somewhat over- 
states at every conBui.

These in- 
spectors are in duty in 839 peeking 
and meat-preparing planta and per- 
form a aarvlce that In tha aggregate 
is enormona, the total number of ani- 
mals examined during tha laat year, 
both before and after alaugtter, total- 
ins more than 62,000,000. This wat 
4.7 i)or cent. less than the precedInK 
year, but 5.6 per cent more than the 
averaRC for the 14 years since the 
work of Federal meat inspection of 
the I'nited States Department of Agri- 
culture was started. 

The totatl number of animals or 
carcasses condemned as unfit tor food 
was 191,633 and the number of parts 
of carcasses 671,504. In addition the 
carcasses of 62.836 animals found 
dead or dying were disposed of In 
other ways than for food. A list of ."i.' 
diseases and conditions from actin- 
omycoaia to tuberpulaais were ros- 
.sponslble for a large number of awine 
condemnationa, and the latter also 
caused tba loss for food of a lot of 
beef. Pneumonia saama alao to be one 
of the worat enemiea of aheap that are 
shipped to market In numbers of 
carcaasea and parte of condemned 
swine Sutter the moat; cattle come 
next, then sb^p, calves, and goats In 
the order named. In addition to the 
above inspections, all meats and pro- 
ducts were relnspected w^en shipped 
Ifom the plants to the trade or con- 
sumers. 

While tlio Federal meat Inspectors 
are looking out for diseased animnlR 
in the pens and on the killing floors 
at the big central markets, other de- 
partment men are exerting themselvet 
to find ways and means (or reducing

— Careful attention 
to need, oanvaaaas, aoil and manure 
has been emphaaised by W. D. Val- 
leau, plant pathologiat at the Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
ttion in his suggestions to jCentucky 
farmera tor the control of serious to- 
bacco diseases during tbe coming year 
All efforts to control tbe disease!), in- 
cluding wildfire and angular leaf spot, 
should st;irt al tlie seed bed since 
practically all outbreaks during the 
past years have been traced to this 
source, according to .Mr. Valle.iu. 

Seed treatment i)roini.'^es in be a 
method of rendering seed disease free 
before planting. Tlie use of hiehloride 
of mercury is reoommeadcd in prefer- 
ancc to formaldehyde as the latter re- 
sulted In some Injury last year when 
the seed was not thoroughly washed. 
The seed should be soaked for 16 
minutea In a aolution made up of one 
part bichloride and 1,000 parts of wa- 
ter after which it ahould be wAbed 
thoroughly in several ohangaa of dean 
water. Tbe seed may be dried qdlklx 
If placed In a .amall obeeaeclotb bag 
and swung aroun^ at arm's length 
aavaral times to remove surplus water 
and then spread in a thin layer. 

It is Importatnt that seed be treat- 
ed even though it has been obtained 
from a field which seemed to he free 
from disc: se the previous year, tlie 
suggesctions point out. Planting seed 
that Is four or five years old has not 



proved an advantage- in oontrolling 
the disaaaea.
